In an ever-changing world, an up-to-date study of science is es- 
sential in any school. Liberty’s science department offered general 
and specialized courses. Students learned to understand, appreciate, 
use scientific methods and to collect, organize, and test facts. 

The main objective in eighth grade science was to present 
general science to the visible, tangible world the student knows 
best. Science 9 introduced basic concepts in chemistry, physics, 
astronomy, earth science, and biology supported by introductory 
laboratory procedures. 

In biology, the study of plant and animal life, students studied 
life cycles and developed an appreciation for the science of life. 
Also, the students began a study of dissection. 

Chemistry emphasized laboratory procedures in enabling the 
student to understand the many physical and chemical changes in- 
volved in the universe.

Mathematics has become increasingly essential since the incep- 
tion of the nuclear age. It is the basis for the sciences that control 
our nation’s industry and military programs, and it provides a solid 
foundation for logic and reasoning. 

Two years of math were required in each curriculum. Students 
following a general or vocational plan of studies encountered basic 
everyday problems in eighth and ninth grade math and consumer 
math, while business math provided the commercial students with 
applicable material. College bound students chose math electives. 

Algebra I and [I introduced number and set relationships and 
unified solid-plane geometry encompassed the properties of angles, 
lines, and solid figures. Advanced students studied solid geometry- 
trigonometry and advanced algebra. 

To prompt interest in mathematics, the department sponsored 
the Matharama in November, which included more than two 
hundred exhibits by math students.

The Foreign Language Department offered courses in French, 
Latin, and Spanish. The instructors endeavored to do more than 
teach pronunciation and grammatical fundamentals. They also 
sought to bring alive the customs of the countries whose language 
they taught. 

Latin students translated the works of Caesar, Cicero, Vergil, 
and other Roman writers. They copied the dress of the Romans, 
re-enacted a banquet scene, and observed Slave Day. Members 
from each of the Latin classes took part in the annual State 
Tournament held in the spring. 

The French students followed a modern language procedure 
in which fluency and grammar were equally stressed. They at- 
tended L’ Alliance Francasis meetings and entertained several native 
Frenchmen during the year. These visitors answered many of the 
questions asked by the students concerning the customs of France. 

Students in the Spanish classes corresponded with pen-pals 
from the Latin-American countries. Through these letters they 
learned of the every-day life of the people living there. Spanish 
conversation in class and drills in grammar added to the stu- 
dents’ knowledge of the language. Classes displayed in the hall 
posters depicting Spanish customs and the Spanish Club presented 
the play, “Una Nochebuena”’.

Practical courses in the business curriculum gave the students 
experience in the fields of industry and commerce. 

Typewriting I involved the mastering of basic typewriting funda- 
mentals and techniques. Personal typing was offered for the first 
time at Liberty High School. Students who did not plan to enter 
a business career were able to take one semester of typing and 
one of notehand, a practical application of shorthand. Typewrit- 
ing IJ emphasized speed and accuracy. 

Students in the shorthand classes studied theory and took dicta- 
tion in the first year. The second year students improved their 
skill by taking and transcribing advanced dictation. 

Bookkeeping students learned to keep accurate records through 
the use of practice sets. General Business introduced the student to 
the business world. 

Office Practice developed proficiency in office procedures. The 
students worked with adding machines, calculators, dictaphones, 
duplicators, and typewriters. 

The business students at LHS gained a background which pre- 
pared them for further education or for a good job following 
graduation.

The vocational department trained students in valuable techni- 
cal skills that would be helpful to them after graduation. 

Future homemakers were able to take five courses in home 
economics. Four of these were related studies offering specific 
instruction in home management, wardrobe and budget planning, 
nutrition, and child care. A general purpose class for seniors in- 
cluded a basic one course study of these subjects.

Liberty traveled across the county to battle Staunton River on 
December 16. After a nip and tuck first half, the Minutemen 
pulled away and held on to finish with a 68-61 win. 

The Minutemen recorded their fourth straight win while gaining 
revenge over Brookville, 76—49. Coleman tallied 25, Strode 17, as 
Liberty ran its record to 5—2.

The Minutemen had another district win as they defeated 
William Byrd 69—65, but they suffered defeat at the hands of 
Amherst in their next game. 

The following week the Lord Botetourt Cavaliers surprised the 
team with a 79—78 score, but in the next game Liberty out—scored 
district member Glenvar 84—63. 

Pennant winner of the district, Cave Spring, again over— 
whelmed Liberty 73—59. 

The Minutemen won the second meeting with their county 
rivals by scoring 72 points to Staunton River’s 59. 

Liberty lost its last game with Northside 83—64. 

The Minutemen made an outstanding showing in the Blue Ridge 
District Tournament. Liberty bombed William Byrd, 79—66 to set 
up the thrilling semifinal match with Northside. 

A great team effort carried the boys to a close 64—62 victory 
over Northside and sent them into the finals of the District 
Championship. This marked the first time a Liberty team had 
advanced to the finals. 

In the Championship game, the Cave Spring Knights proved to 
be the district’s best as they pulled away in the second half for a 
70—46 victory. The Minutemen trailed 29—27 at halftime but saw 
the taller, stronger Knights gradually increase the margin of 
victory.
